all  things  were  created  by  Him,  and 
for  Him:  (17)  And  He  is  before  all 
things,  and  by  Him  all  things  consist. 
(1 8)  And  He  is  the  head  of  the  body, 
the  church:  who  is  the  beginning, 
the  firstborn  from  the  dead;  that  in 
all  things  He  might  have  the 
preeminence.  (19)  For  it  pleased  the 
Father  that  in  Him  should  all  fulness 
dwell;

(32)  He 
shall  be  great,  and  shall  be  called  the 
Son  of  the  Highest  and  the  Lord  God 


shall  give  unto  him  the  throne  of  his 
father  David:  (33)  And  he  shall  reign 
over  the  house  of  Jacob  for  ever;  and 

of  his  kingdom  there  shall  be  no  end.
